To the Commanders of Camps of Confederate Veterans, Depart- 
ment of Virginia: 
General Order No. 1. 
My Old Comrades: 

In the spring of 1862, when the Army of Northern Virginia by 
an act of the Confederate Congress was reorganized, the officers 
of the Second Virginia Cavalry, by a unanimous vote, elected me 
their Colonel. Those comrades had been my brothers-in-arms, 
under the name of soldiers —in reality, companions— with a courte- 
ous familiarity in the essence, and the most deferential respect in 
"forms." Of their simplicity and humanity it is enough to say, 
they were in all things worthy to walk behind their superiors in 
rank while on duty; off duty, their recognized equal. I helped to 
organize that Regiment— " knew the workmen who had forged its 
ribs of steel, and in what forge, and at what heat, were shaped the 
anchors of our hopes," and would not have exchanged my unsolic- 
ited honors for any gift of the State, nor have I ever been able to 
express my feelings, or to return an equivalent. The action of the 
Grand Camp at Norfolk, by similar procedure, though upon 
a much higher plane, recalls precedents by which I may act, after 
saying, without affectation, I ask no prouder epitaph than that 
which the Grand Camp has bestowed upon me. 

History tells us that when the King of France sent for M. 
Guizot (the distinguished patriot whose splendid eulogy upon 
George Washington caused the Congress of the United States to 
place his portrait in the National Congressional Library), and 
announced his appointment as Ambassador to the English Court, 
after giving his instructions, added: "I will create you a Count, as 
titles and rank sometimes are found convenient and useful." M. 
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Guizot thanked him profoundly for the honor, but declined a title. 
His Majesty replied: " You are right ; your record as a Patriot is 
of a higher dignity than my proffered title." I have felt that a 
gratuitous title, or one with a flaw, was best illustrated when the 
artist was giving the finishing touches to the portrait of Oliver 
Cromwell. Being asked if the ugly wart upon his nose should be 
omitted, the reply was: "No; paint me exactly as I am." Then, 
my old Comrades, at your Nineteenth Annual Meeting at Norfolk, 
on the 24th of October, by your unanimous vote, " you have buc- 
kled fortune on my back, to bear her burden whether I will or 
no; I must have patience to bear the load." And, like Paulus 
jEmilius, when called from his retirement to command the Roman 
Legions, after prayerful consideration, accepted the commission 
on condition that he was to be entrusted with the command and be 
backed by the laws for it. He then issued a proclamation to the 
people, telling them he had come to fight their battles, and to do it 
successfully he needed their united minds, pens and hearts; that he 
was conscious of the difficulties and perplexities, and fully aware 
that the combined energy and the sagacity of all classes was needed, 
but he wanted it where it could be utilized— in front of a common 
enemy. He invoked the aid of any one who understood military 
matters or any of the departments better than himself, but if they 
were not willing to lend it, in the face of theenemy, he advised them 
to seal their mouths tight until the fight was over. Then the people 
who had participated in the battle might discuss "what might, 
could or should have been done." We who were soldiers of the 
Virginia Division in the Civil War, have only to keep our heads 
clear and stand together, supporting each other with the same 
spirit which has ever characterized Virginia soldiers. I will require 
and earnestly wish the best men to assist me, and appeal to all of 
my old comrades to lend me their countenance and their best 
efforts and judgment in all things pertaining to the history and 
traditions of our cause. It was "our fight." and with proud and 
grateful hearts we should ever continue to ask the blessing of God 
upon all of our work.

RESPONSE BY GRAND COMMANDER TO THE MAYOR 
OF CHARLOTTESVILLE. 

Comrades of the Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans, Ladies and 
Gentlemen, and the Honorable Mayor of the City of Charlottes- 
ville : 

The cordial and characteristic greeting which has been ex- 
tended to us fills the Veterans' hearts with that which is voice- 
less and inexpressible in language. We ask you to take our thanks 
in the spirit in which you have met and received us. 

Permit me to offer my congratulations upon our auspicious 
surroundings. Charlottesville, with its scenery and its associa- 
tions, presents a panorama of grandeur, beauty and sublimity 
showing in its majesty, the handiwork of God. The atmosphere 
itself beams with legends and traditions of historic and classic 
lore, ever fresh, from the Pierian springs! Here, not only we old 
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Confederate Veterans, but the United Sons of Veterans, may 
drink copious draughts to quench their thirst. We may point 
to yonder home of Thomas Jefferson, the Mount Olympus, like 
the eyrie of the eagle, over which he hovered, and to which 
strangers and sages from distant climes nocked to take inspira- 
. tion from his great philosophical mind. 

Shakespeare put the grave truth into the mouth of Cassius, 
and made him say: 

"How many ages hence 

Shall this our lofty scene be enacted o'er, 

In states unborn, and accents yet unknown, 

So oft as that shall be, 

So often shall the knots of us be called 

The men who gave their Country Liberty." 

Can any student of America history doubt that the immortal 
George Washington and his compatriots, Thomas Jefferson, James 
Madison and James Monroe, the old soldiers of the Revolution, 
in their constant communions had not these burning words of 
Shakespeare photographed on their hearts; and, to us Confeder- 
ates, they will ever blaze "Like a star in eternity's ocean." 

These old cronies took council together near here. They were the 
Architects, Builders and Pillars of the American Union, and for 
more than thirty years in succession guided the "Ship of State," 
with the constitution for their compass, and, nearby, their sheathed, 
but ready swords: each imbibing from the others and their ex- 
perience and ideas of government. How many a Charybdis 
must these Pilgrims have escaped, and how many ScyhVs evaded 
in their stormy passage over their long and eventful years, as 
Presidents and Cabinet Officers of the American Union. Jeffer- 
son, the pater familias, and Madison were each visitors and rec- 
tors of our grand, unsurpassed University, and spent their lives 
in developing the only true source of National greatness and social 
regeneration — the education of the commonwealth; the ad- 
vancement of science, literature and the arts; the simplification 
of knowledge, and the diffusion of it among all classes of the peo- 
ple. They were statesmen in its highest meaning. 
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How difficult it is to-day to delineate, in its noble outline and 
God-like form, the character of the patriot and statesmen of their 
day and ours, and compare them with some of the "Latter day 
Saints. 7 ' But who loves this country better than we old Con- 
federates? It is to us like our old gray coat— 

"We love it, we love it, and who can doubt, 
And chide us for loving our old Boundalout." 

And we have, in full faith, accepted the flag of our Country, and 
all true Confederates are ever ready to say with the poet : 

"Sail on O Ship of State, 

Sail on O Union strong and great, 

We know what masters laid thy kneel, 

What workman wrought thy ribs of steel, 

In what forge, and at what heat, 

Were shaped the anchors of our hope. 
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Grand Commander's Report* 

Gen'l Thomas T. Munford, Grand Commander read his report 
as follows: 
To the Grand Camp Confederate Veterans of Virginia: 

Comrades! As the Commander of the Grand Camp, I have the 
honor to submit this twenty-first annual report. With grateful 
hearts we may say with the sentinel, "All quiet along the Poto- 
mac to-day, and our picket is off duty forever." Notwithstand- 
ing the by-laws specify "That it shall be the duty of the Com- 
mander of the Grand Camp to study the interest of the Depart- 
ment generally, with a view to advancing the object for which 
the Camps were Confederated." This being mandatory, it re- 
minds me of what the celebrated John Locke, an old member 
of the English Parliament, said to a new member: "I would not 
have you speak in the House, but you can communicate your 
light and apprehension to some honest speaker who may make 
use of it, for there have always been some very able men who do 
not speak, yet, in their penetration and foresight, have in this 
way done as much real service as any within these walls. I only 
wish there were more of them." 

My first suggestion is that the Staff officers of the Grand Camp 
pay more attention to certain necessary ceremonies. Etiquette, 
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in social relations, is by no means more wholesome than in a mil- 
itary family like our Grand Camp. 

Let each official ask himself to whom he is in duty bound to 
report— how, when, and where. Is it the duty of the commander 
of the Grand Camp to hunt up individually his Staff, most of 
whom are selected and elected by the Grand Camp to serve together 
during his term of office? As, they all are eligible from any 
branch of the service, they may not be personally acquainted; 
therefore, in the interest of harmony, efficiency and Etiquette the 
Commander requests that each officer elected to the Staff shall, 
at the earliest practical moment, report in person to headquar- 
ters, where, if necessary, he may be introduced to his chief, who 
can then have the pleasure of shaking his hand, and by mutual 
recognition assume cordial relations. 

To facilitate and further this most desirable end it is suggested 
"That in future, all officers of the Grand Camp be elected on the 
first day of the annual meeting," then ample time and opportu- 
nity will be afforded for the officers to get together, and this will 
in no wise interfere with the proceedings, as the old officers hold 
on until the close of the Annual Reunion. I suggest that no 
Staff officer shall be a plurality officer, that is, hold more than 
one office. The individual soldier rises to his full value only 
when standing singly; he can't serve two masters. If any office 
is surperfluous, let it be abolished. There is no reason why the 
Grand Commander may not temporarily detail or appoint a Staff 
officer from a subordinate 1 Camp. I respectfully suggest, for 
most cogent reasons, that the Grand Camp, hereafter, require 
the Nominee for any office whatever within its gift to have his full 
record read by the Adjutant-General when the name is presented 
for election, and before ratification. Why this? No real sol- 
dier, from the ranks to the highest commissioned officer, can fail 
to have pride and feeling for his mission; and he who will not 
vindicate his deserts, with all the energy that truth and justice 
demands, must have reasons for it. No honest Confederate will 
ever be ashamed of his record if, his duty was well done 

It is a great pleasure that I report the act passed by the last 
General Assembly of Virginia "Prohibiting the misuse of Con- 
federate Badges," making it a misdemeanor with a fine of not 
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less than $100,00; and in default, commitment to jail for a period 
of not less than 60 days. This act enables each Camp to be cus- 
todian of its honored Badge. 

When the Grand Camp was formed a generation ago it repre- 
sented much of the glory of Virginia's quota of the Army of 
Northern Virginia. It might then have been called a mighty 
cabal of patriots, heroes and statesmen. Alas! to-day it is but 
a feeble cable, united by all of the old ties and fraternal bonds, 
so incessantly has link after link dropped out. And it has 
been chiseled and forged by "old mortality" until we must now 
lock hands above it, to enable us to call the roll of the 
survivors. 

I cannot attempt to mention the names of all those who have 
fallen by the wayside during the past year, but we can hope and 
believe that when ' 'Taps" was sounded it was echoed Heavenward, 
until its everlasting portals opened wide, and that our noble Pres- 
ident Davis and his compatriots were found there ready to ' 'Bid 
the pure of heart behold their God." 

Among the most illustrious of our late comrades was the Hero 
of the Battle of Balls Bluff, near Leesburg — General Eppa Hunton. 
In action, always fired by a daring soul which ever urged him on, 
he was a typical Virginia volunteer, possessing great force of 
character, justice, prudence and temperance — Virtues' charac- 
teristics of a real Hero. He was loved and honored by all who 
knew him. Farewell old comrades, may we all meet you again at 
the Grand Reveille. 

Last October, at the City of Norfolk, I was elected to command 
your Camp for one year, ' 'The Reaper's work is done, and the 
Woodman's axe lies still." In relinquishing the proud scepter 
with which I have been honored, permit me to say, that ideas 
may be expressed in words, but my feelings never. I therefore 
appeal to you, by all the memories of the past, and by the ties 
which will ever unite us as true Virginians, brethren, and com- 
rades, to place yourself in my position; then, and only then, will 
you realize what only a Confederate heart feels, and that which 
you better understand than I can express. 

Our Organization is essentially "Sui Generis," and will never be 
reproduced, but we may proudly say, as our fathers did before us, 
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when asked, what they planted, and what they reaped replied 
without hesitation, "For the immortal Gods who will it." That 
which I received from my ancestors I shall deliver to my descend- 
ants; remembering always, that those of our comrades who fell 
in our Civil strife were volunteers, who did not live for themselves, 
but died, hoping that our happiness might be preserved. We 
knoio that these were their aims and ends, and that every step in 
their patriotic and glorious career, 'tho primarily taken for his 
own Country, was ultimately for the good of all mankind. May 
our last days be like theirs. 
Ladies of the Confederate Uniformed Choir: 

It is with unfeigned pleasure that I, on behalf of the Grand Camp 
of Confederate Veterans, greet you with a soldier's welcome, 
and thank you from our hearts for your soul-stirring music, 
which recalls scenes when our hearts throbbed, not only at the 
sight of our old flag, but when the notes of the shrill bugle, or 
the roll of the kettledrum was echoed from regiment to regiment, 
calling us to arms, and the pleasanter hours, when, at the call of 
the sweet Tattoo, the Band played the familiar old tunes of ' 'Home 
Sweet Home," of "Auld Lang Syne," ' 'Then you'll Remember Me, " 
"The Vacant Chair," "Old Folks At Home," "Suwanee River," 
and "My Old Kentucky Home." These were household songs 
in our army, and with good voices, music rose to its sublimity. 
Music is a kind of language more eloquent than that of words. 
Not confined to one race, or one land, but speaking with equal 
force to every human breast in the civilized world; indeed, it has 
"Charms to soothe the savage breast." Tradition has it that 
Mercury, wandering upon the seashore, struck his boot against 
the remaining tendon of a tortoise back ; it vibrated into melody, 
(like an Eolian Harp) and Music, heavenly maid, was born. It 
is coeval with humanity, and we find, in all the records of the hu- 
man races, traces of music from the earliest ages. Homer tells 
of a banquet given by Vulcan, King of Arts, to the white-armed 
Goddess Juno: 

"Nor wanted aught delightful Heavenly food 
To please the taste, and song to charm the soul, 
From Phoebe's Harp, and the tuneful nine, 
Who with melodious voice, alternate sung." 
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The sacred Scriptures, as well as the Egyptian monuments, 
preserve evidences, not only of its existence, but also of the great 
value in which it was held, and by three of the most remarkable 
people of antiquity— the Jews, the Egyptians, and the Greeks, 
with all of whom it was intimately connected with their religious 
worship, and the most solemn actions of their lives. King David 
had no less than 4,000 singers and musicians appointed from 
the Levites, under 288 principal singers and leaders of the Band 
(and distributed into 24 companies), who officiated by rotation 
in the Temple, and whose whole business was to perform the sa- 
cred hymns, the one part chanting, or singing, the other playing 
upon different instruments. They gave forth (springing from 
pure hearts) melodious praise of the Almighty King, whom Cher- 
ubim and Seraphim and all the hosts of Heaven adore. 

Josephus, tells us, that at the dedication of Solomon's temple 
' 'There were no fewer than 220,000 musical performers, and most 
of them handled instruments of percussion." 

If vocal music was not altogether prior to instrumental, it was 
most prominent in the early stages of music; and it still bolds a 
distinguished position in all national music, shown by the fact, 
that no national airs are without a corresponding song. National 
muisc is, then, the touchstone by which we test the life of a peo- 
ple or race. National airs embody the special character and gen- 
uine tendencies of the nation to which they belong. They bear 
the marks of all its changes for weal or woe. They are faithful 
interpreters of the destiny of a Nation, from its birth to its grave. 
They continue to resound after its death, and are the apotheosis 
of a departed race. 

When it became necessary for the Confederate Governmental 
Officials at Richmond to cut the moorings, and slip the cables, 
and abandon the "Ship of State" to drift and sink into eternity's 
ocean, as it went down, these words appeared: 



"Far dearer the grave or the prison, 
Illumed by a patriot's name, 

Than the trophies of all that have risen 
On Liberty's ruin or fame." 




And we feel sure that our sweet singers will take up the refrain 
and sing and pray that those who have gone before have reached 
the Elysian fields, and with the blest inhabitants of that delight- 
ful abode 

"On flowers repose, with fresh garlands crowned, 
Quaff immortality, and joy.'' 

It becomes my pleasing duty to announce the presence of the 
Sponsors and Maids of Honor, and to introduce them collectively, 
and to congratulate my comrades of the Grand Camp upon the 
happy selection of such a galaxy of beauty, refinement, intelli- 
gence, elegance and womanly worth. 

Woman has ever shown fitness for social functions exactly in 
proportion as she has been admitted to them. Every parent 
knows that the training of the human mind in the years of infancy 
and childhood is the highest and most appropriate vocation 
of woman. Therefore, my official charge to you, from the Grand 
Camp, is: That you teach truthfully the history of the Confederate 
struggle — not by painting it, as some think it ought to have been; 
but such as it really was. Will you be surprised if I state that 
I have been assailed by a cotorie of bachelors and widowers to 
know when the Sponsors and Maids of Honor will open their 
Sunday School? I will have to add, when I asked them what it 
meant, was told, "I want to be a pupil," for the prayer-book 
says, 'What did your Sponsors, then, for you?' " 

"They did promise three things in my name: First — That I 
should renounce the Devil, and all of his works, and all the sinful 
lusts of the flesh. Second — That I should believe all the articles 
of Christian faith. Third— That I should keep God's holy will 
and commandments, and walk in the same all the days of my life. " 
Then said he, "When we have committed that lesson,- and we know 
it, the Sponsor in Chief will appear 

"As when in Heaven, around the full orb 'd moon, 
Resplendent shine the stars." 

In retiring from the office of Grand Commander, it affords me 
unqualified pleasure to applaud the zeal and ever willing energy 
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of my faithful Adjutant-General. Ever ready for any duty, and 
always in a pleasant way, he is the embodiment of all the quali- 
fications for a trusted executive office.

General: I beg to submit the Annual Report of this Depart- 
ment, made up from the District reports which have been re- 
ceived up to date. These reports show: 

Total enrollment of 14 696 

Loss by death 2 474 

Present active membership 3,655 
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While these figures are carefully compiled, the insufficiency 
of the data makes them entirely unreliable. No report has been 
received from the Fourth District, owing to the protracted ill- 
ness of the Asst. Inspector-General for that section. The Adju- 
tants of many Camps in other Districts have failed to report, thus 
making the records of this office almost worthless. I wish to 
commend the zeal and patience of the Inspectors of the other 
Districts, especially those who have taken the trouble to summa- 
rize the returns from their Camps, thus saving this office much 
detail work. Many of the Camps take great pride in the complete- 
ness, accuracy and neatness of their reports, and such excellence 
by contrast accentuates the carelessness of others. I would ask 
that Major Ogden Murray be requested to read to the Grand Camp 
his report to this office, that the body may be informed of the 
trouble with which your Inspectors have to contend. I would 
commend his opinions to your earnest consideration.

I. That in the passing of this distinguished son, Virginia is bereft of an honored 
citizen whose deeds made brighter the lustre of her renown, and of a soldier whose 
splendid heroism will live imperishably in fame as one of her noblest defenders.

III. That this beloved Confederate officer unceasingly lamented the failure of 
the Independence of the South, and there was never utterance or act of his, un- 
worthy proud allegiance to the principles of his faith, but he bravely endured fate 
and recognized all the obligations of resumed citizenship. 

IV. That we commend the courageous bearing of our venerable comrade, for 
inspiration to all who esteem knightly honor, and as an example to our veterans, 
of fidelity undismayed and unrepentant in the woe of defeat.

Col. William H. Stewart, on the part of the Sons of Confederate 
Veterans, offered the following, with resolutions: 

To the Grand Gamp of Virginia, Confederate Veterans: 

The Committee of the United Sons of Confederate Veterans, assisted by a Com- 
mittee of the United Confederate Veterans, which has charge of the work of erect- 
ing a memorial to the Women of the Confederacy — those who lived and labored 
3. 
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for the Confederate Cause from 1861 to 1865— has so far progressed in its work as to 
feel that success is now assured. 

The Committee, after much consideration, has decided upon the form of the 
monument, and has accepted the models executed by Mr. L. Amateis, a celebrated 
sculptor of Washington, D. C. The main figure will be eight feet six inches tall, 
mounted upon a high pedestal, and will be that of a woman in a most striking and 
forceful attitude holding out a sword in her right hand, while in her left hand she 
holds a flagstaff from, which in graceful folds the Confederate battle flag falls over 
her left shoulder. On the base of the monument there will be two bronze bas-re- 
liefs, each 3x4 foot, one representing a home scene— the mother on the porch at 
home, at work and surrounded by her children and two faithful old negro servants, 
while a young son comes running with a letter in his hand containing news from 
the front; the other, a woman in the foreground nursing a wounded soldier, while 
the evidences of conflict lie around her and the battle rages in the distance. 

The Committee hopes that one of these monuments will be erected in each State 
of the South. When any Southern State shall pay its proportion of the costs, a 
replica of the bronze figure and the two bas-reliefs will be furnished to it by the 
Committee, and then the State will furnish its own pedestal, which may be as 
elaborate as it may desire. It is believed that the legislature of any State will fur- 
nish the pedestal, if the Committee will furnish the figure and bas-reliefs. 

Virginia has contributed already nearly three thousand dollars, and will have to 
contribute only about $2,500 to entitle it to the figure and the bas-reliefs. It is 
believed that the General Committee will permit that State which first contributes 
its quota to have the honor of first unveiling its monument. Virginia is now nearly 
$1,000 ahead of any other State; and we should by active and combined effort 
be' able to raise the $2,500 required of us in a very short time. The General Com- 
mittee is very anxious that the Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans of Virginia, 
and the Virginia Division, U. S. C. V., shall give it their active co-operation and 
support, and it urges that each of these organizations will appoint an appropriate 
committee and enter actively upon the work.

posed to erect in each Southern State, as well as two bas-reliefs emblematic of 
- some of the work our heroic women accomplished, which are to adorn the base of 
each of said monuments; and 

Whekeas, We are further advised that Virginia has raised for the purposes of 
this movement more than any of her sister States, so that in accordance with the 
apportionment which has been made it is now necessary for this State to con- 
tribute only about $2,500 (considerably less than any other State), to entitle it 
to one of the bronze figures and the two bas-reliefs for said monument; and 
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Whereas, As an evidence of our very great appreciation of the services of our 
noble women during the war, we are especially desirous that Virginia shall be the 
first State to pay its full quota, and have the right to erect its monument before any 
other State; 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That the Grand Commander be and he is hereby directed, 
upon the request of the Chariman of the General Committee having this work in 
charge, to appoint a committee of fifteen, with power on the part of the committee 
to enlarge itself, which committee shall represent the Grand Camp, and shall co- 
operate with a similar committee of the Sons of Veterans, in giving every assistance 
it possibly can to the said General Committee; and 

Resolved, Further, that we call upon every Confederate Veteran, and every true 
lover of the South, to unite in this glorious work, and contribute what he can to aid 
in paying this tribute to Confederate Women, a tribute deserved and merited be- 
yond all other tributes which have been or shall be paid to Southern heroism; and 

Resolved, Further, that appointments to this committee should be deemed a 
high honor, which we trust no comrade will accept who does not intend to do his 
full duty.

Therefore, Resolved, That we earnestly endorse again this great enterprise, and 
urge Camps and individuals to contribute money, books, pamphlets, portraits 
and satutes to make in this building a great and complete librarv of American 
History, where the truth of our History can be found, and there shall be a fitting 
monument of our Confederate Leaders, our cause, our soldiers, our noble women, 
and our people.
